J.  Stangarone  Explains 
NTID  Program  to  Sr.  High 

A  career  opportunities  specialist,  James 
Stangarone,  from  the  National  Technical  In- 
stitute for  the  Deaf  (NTID),  in  Rochester, 
N.Y.,  spoke  to  students  and  parents  at  the 
Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind, 
Great  Falls,  Mont.,  about  technical  educa- 
tion and  careers  offered  to  deaf  students  at 
NTID. 


J.  Stangarone 


A  career  opportunities  specialist  is 
charged  with  serving  as  a  resource  to  many 
persons  who  have  impact  on  the  career 
decisions  of  students  such  as  high  school 
counselors  and  parents,  by  discussing  the 
courses  of  study  offered  at  NTID.  All  NTID 
recruitment  and  admissions  procedures  also 
come  under  the  Office  for  Career  Opportuni- 
ties. 

NTID  is  the  only  national  technical  college 
for  the  deaf.  Congressionally  established  and 
funded,  it  represents  the  first  large-scale 
effort  to  educate  deaf  students  within  a 
college  campus  planned  primarily  for  hear- 
ing students,  Rochester  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology (RIT).  NTID  recently  opened  a  $27.5 
million  three-building  complex  on  the  RIT 
campus. 

RIT  was  chosen  as  NTID's  sponsoring  in- 
stitution in  1966  because  of  its  long  history 
of  success  in  technical  education. 


NTID  offers  programs  in  business,  science, 
engineering,  and  visual  communications 
technologies.  Deaf  students  also  are  given 
support  services  of  tutors,  interpreters  and 
notetakers  when  enrolled  in  any  of  RIT's 
other  eight  colleges. 

A  chief  responsibility  of  NTID  is  to  help 
place  students  in  jobs  commensurate  with 
their  field  of  study.  Currently,  approximately 
96  per  cent  of  NTID's  graduates  have  found 
jobs  at  their  level  of  study. 


R.  T.  LeMieux  of  M.S.D.B.  Takes 
Leadership  Training  Program 

Robert  T.  LeMieux,  of  Great  Falls,  has 
been  awarded  a  grant  for  two  semesters  of 
graduate  study  in  the  National  Leadership 
Training  Program  in  the  Area  of  the  Deaf  at 
California  State  University,  Northridge,  Calif. 

Mr.  LeMieux  attended  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  received  the 
B.A.  degree. 

Mr.  LeMieux  is  a  teacher  at  the  Montana 
School  for  the  Deaf,  Great  Falls. 

Now  in  its  fifteenth  year,  the  National 
Leadership  Training  program  is  sponsored 
by  the  Rehabilitation  Services  Administra- 
tion of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  It  is  the  only 
program  in  the  United  States  specifically 
oriented  to  train  administrative  personnel  for 
the  combined  education  and  rehabilitation 
areas.  Selection  as  one  of  the  17  participants 
indicates  exceptional  professional  qualifica- 
tions and  past  performance  in  work  with  the 
deaf. 

According  to  Dr.  Ray  L.  Jones,  director  of 
the  project,  participants  will  be  given  a  highly 
concentrated  course  involving  work  in  psy- 
chology, health  science,  rehabilitation  and 
school  administration.  In  addition,  they  will 
be  placed  in  rehabilitation  and  educational 
agencies  in  Southern  California,  Arizona  and 
Utah  for  field  assignments  in  programs  serv- 
ing deaf  persons.

There  are  two  classes  of  pre-schoolers  at 
Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind. 
Enthusiasitic  2,  3,  4  and  5-year-olds  make 
for  an  interesting  and  varied  program.  The 
school  day  begins  with  the  removal  and  put- 
ting away  of  personal  items — coats,  hats, 
mittens,  etc.  The  children  are  given  help  in 
putting  on  their  Phonic-Ear  equipment  only 
if  help  is  necessary. 

Growth  in  every  day  living  skills  is  devel- 
oped in  bright  cheerful,  busy  classrooms, 
using  total  communication. 

The  children  learn  the  names  for  people, 
things,  color  and  numbers,  as  well  as  pat- 
terns, associations,  simple  sequence  and 
how  to  follow  simple  instructions.  Usina  a 
wide  variety  of  materials  and  experiences, 
early  language  patterns  and  communication 
develop.  Formal  language  is  begun  by  using 
name  tags,  then  colors,  numbers  and  com- 
plete sentences.  Every  day  news  is  printed 
in  sentence  form  on  the  chalkboard. 

The  children  are  given  the  opportunity  to 
learn  in  many  different  ways,  from  teachers, 
teacher  aides,  foster  grandparents,  older 
students  and  their  peers.  They  receive  per- 
ceptual training  in  visual  properties,  posi- 
tion-in-space  and  other  aids  to  visual  acimy. 
They  may  also  receive  individual  speech 
therapy.  Physical  education  class  finds  them 


doing  gymnastics  and  improving  their  motor 
control. 

The  children  have  opportunities  during  the 
day  to  choose  their  own  work.  This  is  fun 
for  them  and  provides  quiet  activity  and  time 
for  individual  attention.  Preschool  children 
enjoy  birthday  parties,  milk-and-cookie  time, 
and  holiday  celebrations.  They  enjoy  their 
days  at  school  almost  as  much  as  their 
teachers  do.

L  E.  Apple  Takes 
Helm  of  AFB 

Loyal  Eugene  Apple,  Palo  Alto,  Calif.,  has 
been  named  executive  director  of  the  Amer- 
ican Foundation  for  the  Blind  effective  in 
January  1975. 

He  succeeds  M.  Robert  Barnett,  who  is 
retiring  after  25  years  in  that  position  and 
who  is  also  retiring  as  executive  director  of 
the  American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind. 

Succeeding  Mr.  Barnett  in  the  latter  posi- 
tion will  be  Harold  G.  Roberts,  associate  di- 
rector for  service  of  the  American  Founda- 
tion for  the  Blind. 

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  is 
the  major  national  consultative  organization 
in  work  for  the  blind  in  the  U.S.  Its  sister 
organization,  the  American  Foundation  for 
Overseas  Blind,  carries  out  a  similar  function 
on  the  international  level. 

Mr.  Apple  has  been  director  of  the  Western 
Blind  Rehabilitation  Center,  U.S.  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital  in  Palo  Alto  since 
1967.  From  1960  to  1967  he  was  chief  of  the 
Central  Blind  Rehabilitation  Section  at  the 
Veterans  Administration  Hospital,  Hines,  III. 

Mr.  Apple  spent  his  school  years  in  In- 
dependence, Mo.,  and  was  graduated  from 
William  Jewell  College,  Liberty,  Mo.  His  post- 
graduate studies  included  work  at  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville, 
Ky.,  Western  Michigan  University,  Kalamazoo, 
Mich.,  and  the  College  of  Notre  Dame,  Bel- 
mont, Calif.  He  was  blinded  in  a  training  ac- 


cident while  serving  with  the  U.S.  Army  in 
November  1955. 

Mr.  Roberts  has  been  with  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Blind  since  1959,  succes- 
sively serving  as  director  of  field  services, 
director  of  community  services,  director  of 
the  program  planning  department  and  since 
1967  as  associate  director  for  service.  Two 
years  ago  he  also  assumed  a  similar  role  for 
the  American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind. 

Before  joining  the  Foundations,  Mr.  Rob- 
erts was  executive  director  of  the  Community 
Service  Council  of  the  Oranges  at  Maple- 
wood,  N.J.,  from  1953  to  1959  and  chief  of 
social  services  for  the  Newark  Regional  Of- 
fice of  the  Veterans  Administration  from  1946 
to  1953.  During  World  War  II  he  was  a 
medical  administrative  officer  with  the  U.S. 
Army  in  the  Mid-Pacific  area. 

English  Edition  of  Book  on 
EEGs  of  Blind  Published 

The  remarkable  ability  of  the  human  brain 
to  adapt  to  and  compensate  for  extreme 
sensory  deprivation  is  demonstrated  anew 
in  "Blindness  and  the  Electrical  Activity  of 
the  Brain:  Electroencephalograph^  Studies 
of  the  Effects  of  Visual  Impairment"  by  L.  A. 
Novikova.  An  English  edition  of  this  study, 
originally  published  in  Russian  in  1967,  has 
just  been  issued  by  the  American  Foundation 
for  the  Blind. 

This  study  is  unique  in  its  attempt  to  meas- 
ure, using  quantitative  methods,  the  effects 
of  sensory  impairment,  particularly  loss  of  or 
lack  of  vision,  on  a  large  group  of  both  hu- 
mans and  animals  (rabbits)  using  the  electro- 
encephalogram (EEG). 

As  such,  it  provides  a  solid  foundation  for 
further  research,  especially  in  areas  that 
have  important  implications  for  practice.  For 
example,  by  identifying  the  changes  that 
take  place  in  the  EEG  of  blind  and  deaf  per- 
sons, it  will  make  the  EEG  a  more  useful 
diagnostic  tool  for  use  with  these  groups  and 
prevent  some  persistent  problems  such  as 
false  positive  diagnoses  of  mental  retardation 
in  blind  children. 

Part  one  of  "Blindness  and  the  Electrical 
Activity  of  the  Brain"  examines  the  special 
characteristics  of  the  electrical  activity  of 
the  brain  of  persons  with  impairments  of  the 
major  distance  receptors  (blind,  visually 
impaired,  deaf,  deaf-blind).  Part  Two  dis- 
cusses the  use  of  EEGs  in  clinical-physio- 
logical studies  of  children  with  impairments 
of  various  sensory  analyzers.
